BACKGROUND

The purpose of this change notice for manual is to update the Food and Nutrition Services
(FNS) benefit amounts. Changes were made to increase the regular FNS maximum allotment
amounts, gross, net income limits, maximum allowable resource limits homeless shelter
standard allowance and lottery/gambling winnings. The Standard Utility Allowance (SUA),
Basic Utility Allowance (BUA), Telephone Utility Allowance (TUA), standard deduction, and
excess shelter deduction amounts also changed.

The United States Department of Agriculture (USDA) has determined that North Carolina
Combined Application Project (NCCAP) (known as the Simplified Nutritional Assistance
Program (SNAP)) benefit levels must be modified. To maintain cost neutrality under the terms
and conditions of this demonstration project, the SNAP shelter expense decreased from $200
to $150, resulting in an increase in benefits for SNAP households. The benefit amount for the
low shelter increased from $106 to $156 and the high shelter expense benefit amount
increased from 151 to $196.

All adjustments are processed by NC FAST and will be effective October 1, 2022.
